ONLY BECAUSE OF INABILITY TO REACH CONCLUSION ON DEFINITION. 

SMALL WORKING GROUP ESTABLISHED TO DEVELOP TEXT FOR REPORT ON 
NEED TO CONSIDER OPERATIONAL ASPECTS OF MLS 
IMPLEMENTATION. PANEL AGREED THAT TECHNIQUES WERE 
OPERATIONALLY ACCEPTABLE BUT ATC INTERFACE AND PRO- 
CEDURAL IMPLICATION SHOULD BE CONSIDERED. ADDITIONAL 

SMALL DRAFTING GROUP IS TO PREPARE MATERIAL ON COCKPIT

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DISPLAYS FOR MLS FOR THE PANEL'S REPORT. PANEL THEN 
DISCUSSED GROWTH POTENTIAL IN U.K. WP-314 WHICH ADDRES-

DMLS. AFTER LENGTHY INTRODUCTION BY U.K. MEMBER, USSR 
PRESENTED COUNTER PAPER ENTITLED "UNFOUNDED CLAIMS 
CONCERNING DMLS COHERENT PROCESSING POSSIBILITIES." 

AGAIN LENGTHY TECHNICAL DISCUSSION OCCURRED. FINALLY, 
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U.K. MEMBER AGREED THEIR CAPABILITY COULD AT BEST BE 
QUASI-COHERENT. OTHER PANEL MEMBERS WERE BEGINNING TO 
SEE CLAIM OF COHERENT SIGNAL PROCESSING IN DMLS AS 
TRANSPARENT. DISCUSSION THIS SUBJECT WILL CONTINUE 
TOMORROW. MULTIPATH SUBGROUP WENT THROUGH LL AIRPORT 
SCENARIOS WITH DMLS RECEIVER WITH VARIABLE AGC. RESULTS 
SOMEWHAT MORE FAVORABLE FOR TRSB. U.S. PAPER ON 
REFERENCE SCALLOPING AT BRUSSELS NOW IN CIRCULATION. 

3. OVERALL ASSESSMENT. U.K. CLAIM FOR SUPERIOR DMLS 
MONITORING EVAPORATED. SIGNAL PROCESSING IN DMLS
